It has, therefore, been decided 
to allow actual users holding actual user licences for the said motors for the 
period January—June 1966 to Import one starter and one switch for each such 
motor Imported by them against licences mentioned above. 

3. Since the face value of licences will cover only the c.i.f. value of the 
motors, the face value may be considered to be ipso facto enhanced to an 
extent not exceeding 20 per cent, thereof to cover the c.i.f. value of one starter 
and one switch for each motor.
